assistant attorney general of the ^luted States in charge of the criminal division. 

Then I sent it to tho magazine. Which did do a story. 

David Bruce was later an ambassador. I am fuzzy on the details of a murder in 
which he wa3 somehow involved yearn later. 

In private life earlie/' and later Cuneo was a lawyer. 

The President liad only jrhe ye -r before made a fireside chat about what the Nazis 
were up to in ll ntin America and these t«o spooks had no notion of it from these records!
